INFORMATION  ON  CANE  PRICES  FOR  THE  1968-69  CROP  CANNOT  BE  MADE  PART  OF  THIS 
REPORT  BECAUSE  PRICE  DATA  ARE  NOT  AVAILABLE  UNTIL  TWELVE  TO  EIGHTEEN  MONTHS 
AFTER  THE  TERMINATION  OF  GRINDING  OPERATIONS.

SUGARCANE  GRINDING  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  1968-69  CROP  IN  PUERTO  RICO  BEGAN  AT 
CENTRAL  PLATA  ON  JANUARY  9,  1969  AND  ENDED  ON  AUGUST  26,  1969  AT  CENTRAL 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  LASTING  AVERAGEWJ  SE,  1 49  DAYS.  CENTRAL  SOLLER,  IN  THE  CENTRAL 
ZONE,  PERMANENTLY  CEASED  OPERATIONS  AFTER  THE  END  OF  THE  PRECEDING  SEASON, 

THUS  BRINGING  DOWN  THE  NUMBER  OF  ACTIVE  MILLS  IN  1969  TO  SEVENTEEN. 

THE  TOTAL  GROSS  WEIGHT  OF  THE  SUGARCANE  GROUND,  EXCLUDING  SMALL  QUANTITIES 
GROUND  FOR  BAGASSE  AND  MOLASSES,  AMOUNTED  TO  5,916,670  TONS.  AFTER  MAKING 
STATUTORY  ADJUSTMENTS  FOR  EX-TOLERANCE  EXTRANEOUS  MATTER,  THIS  QUANTITY  WAS 
REDUCED  TO  A NET  WEIGHT  OF  5,891,476  TONS.  SUGAR  RECOVERY  AMOUNTED  TO  477,858 
TONS,  962  BASIS,  EQUIVALENT  TO  483,422  TONS,  RAW  VALUE  BASIS.  THE  AVERAGE 
SUGAR  YIELD  FOR  THE  CROP  WAS  8.104  LBS.  PER  HUNDREDWEIGHT  OF  CANE  GROUND, 

AGAINST  9 "670  LBS.  FOR  THE  PRECEDING  CROP. 

THE  ABOVE  PROCESSING  RESULTS  CONSTITUTE  THE  LOWEST  |N  RECORD  FOR  THE  ISLAND'S 
SUGAR  INDUSTRY.  LIMITING  THE  COMPARISON  TO  A ONE-YEAR  LAPSE  (1969  VS.  1968), 

A REDUCTION  WAS  NOTED  IN  THE  VOLUME  OF  CANE  GROUND  OF  693,458  TONS,  EQUIVALENT 
TO  10.5  PER  CENT;  SUGAR  PRODUCTION  WENT  DOWN  159,430  TONS  OR  25  PER  CENT;  THERE 
WAS  A DROP  IN  THE  RECOVERY  OF  SUGAR  OF  1.57  LBS.  PER  HUNDREDWEIGHT  OF  CANE  GROUND, 
AMOUNTING  TO  16.2  PER  CENT.  A DETAILED  ACCOUNT,  BY  MILLS  AND  AGRICULTURAL  REGIONS, 
OF  THE  END-RESULTS  OF  THE  SEASON  IS  FURNISHED  ON  TABLE  1 APPENDED  HERETO. 

THE  VOLUME  OF  CANE  AVAILABLE  TO  PROCESSING  MILLS  CONTINUED  ITS  DOWNWARD  TREND 
IN  19699  CONSTITUTING  ONE  OF  SEVERAL  MAIN  FACTORS  ACCOUNTING  FOR  THE  DROP  IN 
SUGAR  OUTPUT.  PROM  1968  TO  1969  CULTIVATION  OF  SUGARCANE  WAS  DISCONTINUED  IN 
1,222  FARMS,  AND  THE  ACREAGE  OF  SUGARCANE  HARVESTED  WAS  LIKEWISE  REDUCED  IN 
57,074  ACRES.  BOTH  FIGURES  REPRESENT  THE  HIGHEST  ANNUAL  REDUCTION  SINCE  1954, 

WHEN  THE  DOWNWARD  TREND  COMMENCED. 
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SUGARCANE  FARMING  WAS  DISTRIBUTED  THROUGHOUT  THE  ISLAND  DURING  1969  AS  FOLLOWS!

1.  Co  BREWER,  PUERTO  RICO,  CO.,  A MULTIPLE-MILL  PROCESSOR  WHICH  HaD  CLOSED 
ITS  OPERATIONS  DURING  PREVIOUS  YEARS  AT  CENTRAL®  CAYEY  AND  SANTA  JUANA,  SOLD  TO 
THE  PUBLIC  LANDS  ADMINISTRATION  (a  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AGENCY)  ITS  MILLING  FACI- 
LITIES AT  CENTRALS  FA JARDO  AND  JUNCOS,  TOGETHER  WITH  ABOUT  9 1 000  ACRES  OF  LAND 
LOCATED  (N  THE  EASTERN  ZONE.  (GOVERNMENT  ACTION  IN  THIS  RESPECT  AVOIDED  THE 
ADVERSE  EFFECTS  TO  THE  INDUSTRY  WHICH  THE  PERMANENT  CLOSING  OF  BOTH  MILLS

CENTRAL  FAJARDO  WAS  OPERATED  DURING  1968  BY  THE  LAND  AUTHORITY  OF  PUERTO 
RICO  (ANOTHER  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AGENCY)  UNOER  A LEASE  AGREEMENT  WITH  THE  PUBLIC 
LANDS  ADMINISTRATION.  ON  THE  OTHER  HAND,  A COOPERATIVE  OF  SUGARCANE  GROWERS 
WAS  ORGANIZED  TO  ACQUIRE  THROUGH  LEASE  AND  OPERATE  THE  MILLING  FACILITIES  OF 
CENTRAL  JUNCOS.  AS  A RESULT  OF  THESE  CHANGES  IN  MANAGEMENT,  THE  CONTROL  PIC- 
TURE OF  PUERTO  RICAN  MILLS  LOOKED  FOR  1968  AS  FOLLOWS!  10  MILLS  WERE  OPERATED 
BY  CLOSELY-HELD  PRIVATE  COMPANIES  INTEGRATED  MOSTLY  BY  PERSONS  WITH  FAMILY 
and/or  COMMERCIAL  ties;  3 MILLS  BY  PUBLIC  CORPORATIONS  WITH  OTHER  BUSINESS 
INTERESTS  IN  THE  MAINLAND;  2 MILLS  BY  THE  LAND  AUTHORITY  OF  PUERTO  RICOS  AND 
3 MILLS  BY  GROWERS1  COOPERATIVE  ENTERPRISES. 

2.  DURING  1968  THE  PUERTO  RICAN  SUGAR  INDUSTRY  CONTINUED  ITS  EFFORTS  TO 
REDUCE  THE  COST  OF  DELIVERING  SUGARCANE  TO  MILL'S  PREMISES  AND  TO  IMPROVE  SUGAR 
YIELDS.  AMONG  A MULTIPLICITY  OF  STEPS  TAKEN  IN  BOTH  DIRECTIONS,  THE  FOLLOWING 
CAN  BE  mentioned: 

(a)  TO  AVOID  LONG  DELAYS  IN  DELIVERIES  CAUSED  BY  WAITING-LINES  OF  TRUCKS 
CROWDED  ALONGSIDE  THE  ROADS  TO  THE  MILLS,  A SYSTEM  OF  BULK  HANDLING  OF  SUGARCANE 
WAS  INSTALLED  AT  SOME  MILLS.  THIS  SYSTEM  PERMITTED  THE  IMMEDIATE  DUMPING  OF  THE 
CANE  AT  PRE-ARRANGED  PLACES  NEAR  THE  FEED  TABLE  AND  MADE  IT  POSSIBLE,  THRU  AN 
ORGANIZED  CLASSIFICATION  OF  DELIVERIES  TO  CUT  DOWN  THE  FREQUENCY  OF  JUICE  SAM- 
PLING. BULK  HANDLING  OF  SUGARCANE,  EITHER  PARTIALLY  OR  TOTALLY,  WAS  CARRIED  OUT 
DURING  THE  1967“68  GRINDING  SEASON  AT  FIVE  MILLS  OUT  OF  A TOTAL  OF  EIGHTEEN. 

(b)  TO  INCREASE  FACTORY  EFFICIENCY,  FACILITIES  TO  WASH  SUGARCANE  BEFORE 
ENTERING  THE  MANUFACTURING  PROCESS  WERE  INSTALLED  AT  SOME  MILLS.  THIS  IMPROVE- 
MENT MADE  IT  POSSIBLE  THE  REMOVAL  OF  DIRT  AND  MUD  FROM  THE  CANE,  PARTICULARLY, 

IN  CASES  OF  MECHANICAL  HARVESTING  ANd/oR  LOADING,  OR  IN  CASES  WHERE  THE  HARVEST- 
ING HAD  BEEN  DONE  UNDER  HEAVY  RAINFALL.  OF  THE  l8  MILLS  WHICH  WERE  ACTIVE  DURING 
THE  SEASON,  6 MILLS  WASHED  PART  OR  ALL  OF  THE  SUGARCANE  RECEIVED  AT  THEIR  PREMISES. 

BOTH  OF  THE.  FOREGOING  IMPROVEMENTS  HAD  BEEN  ANTICIPATED  AND  ADEQUATELY  COVERED 
IN  THE  1968  SECRETARIAL  PRICE  DETERMINATION  AND  THEIR  ADOPTION  BY  THE  INDUSTRY 
FOLLOWED  STANDARDS  AND  PROCEDURES  THEREIN  ESTABLISHED. 
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MOLASSES  PAYMENTS  — 1968-69  CROP 

THE  TOTAL  QUANTITY  OF  BLACKSTRAP  MOLASSES  PRODUCED  DURING  THE  1968-69  SUGARCANE 
GRINDING  SEASON  AMOUNTED  TO  41,459,438  GALLONS,  EQUIVALENT  TO  AN  AVERAGE  PRODUC- 
TION OF  7*031  GALLONS  PER  TON  OF  NET  CANE  GROUND.  THE  HIGHEST  PRODUCTION  PER  TON 
OF  NET  CANE  GROUND  OF  ANYONE  MILL  WAS  8.088  GALLONS  (CENTRAL  MERCEDITa)  AND  THE 
LOWEST,  5*646  GALLONS  (CENTRAL  RO|g). 

UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  SECRETARIAL  PRICE  DETERMINATION  FOR  THE  1968-69  CROP, 
SUGARCANE  GROWERS  WERE  ENTITLED  TO  RECEIVE  FROM  PROCESSORS  OF  SUGAR  BY  WAY  OF 
MOLASSES  PAYMENT  --EITHER  (a)  66  PER  CENT  OF  THE  AVERAGE  PRODUCTION  OF  MOLASSES 

PER  TON  OF  CANE  GROUND  AT  THE  MILL,  OR  (b)  THE  MONEY  VALUE  OF  THEIR  COMPUTED  SHARE. 
SUCH  MONEY  VALUE  SHOULD  BE  COMPUTED  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  THE  AVERAGE  NET  PROCEEDS  PER 
GALLON  REALIZED  BY  THE  PROCESSOR  ON  MOLASSES  SALES,  MULTIPLIED  BY  THE  PRODUCER'S 
SHARE. 

ON  THE  BASIS  OF  AVERAGE  NET  PROCEEDS  PER  GALLON  OF  $0.090373,  REALIZED  BY  PRO- 
CESSORS FROM  MOLASSES  SALES,  THE  AVERAGE  CASH  PAYMENT  TO  GROWERS  WAS  $0.4247  PER 
TON  OF  NET  CANE  GROUND,  AGAINST  A PAYMENT  OF  $0.5689  EOR  PRECEDING  CROP  MOLASSES.

ARE  PROVIDED  FOR  SHARING  WITH  FARMERS  THE  COSTS  THEY  INCUR  IN  CARRYING  OUT  AP- 
PROVED  SOIL,  WATER,  AND  WOODLAND  CONSERVATION  PRACTICES  ON  THEIR  FARMS.
